During this weekend in the CQ WW SSB contest I participated and used the 
TEN-TEC 
Argosy at supposed 5 Watts output> My OHR WM2 said that I was only 
getting out 
slightly over 3 watts. The other rig I used was the Kenwood TS440s at 5 
watts as 
measured by the WM2. The TS440 was only used for a couple of hours. My 
total contest 
time was 13 hours. During this time I was able to work 128 Qso's in 22 
zones and 
57 countries. Just got to work a couple of hours Sunday morning due to 
thunder 
storms. which lasted until the afternoon. The QRM from Europe was 
terrible.

Hi gang: 
I just finished putting together the NorCal paddle kit and thought 
I'd share some hints. 


1) I don't have a vise to press-fit the magnet in teh center magnet 
center. So, I used a 2-in "C" clamp to do the job. I placed the magnet 
assembly open-hole down on a piece of wood, and started the magnet in 
the hole by tapping with the handle of my penknife. I had an electrical 
junction-box cover (heavy 1/16 steel) laying around, so I laid that 

on top of the magnet, stuck the combo into the C-clamp, lined up 

the magnet with the screw shaft of the C-clamp, and then tightened 

the C-clamp. When the magnet hits the wood, you can hear the "crunch" 
begin -- that's the stop-signal. The magnet is pretty well evenly 
centered at that point. 


2) The drawing is excellently detailed but parts-sizes are not 
exactly respresented. For instance, the DIT PADDLE SHAFT part 
shows the 6-32 stainless steel set screw coming out on the 
opposite side of the SHAFT. Not so. After adjustments, the 

set screw is flush with the inside of the SHAFT. 


3) The two set-screws in the CENTER BLOCK ASSY can be screwed in 
equal amounts until they seat against each other. Then when the 
ASSY is screwed onto the base, use a spacer of some sort (like 


my penknife handle, which turned out to be about exactly the 
right thickness) to exactly center the ASSY while screwing it 
tight onto the base. Takes a little of fine-tuning, but not difficult. 


4) The 6-32 x 3/8 screws which mate with the magnet present a 
little problem -- the screw-heads are on the inside facing the 
magnet, so adjusting them is not straightforward. I just loosen 
the locknut, and used the tip of my penknife to twist the screw 
to the setting I liked, then torqued the locknut lightly. 


5) The rubber feet at the front of the base are tight-fit -- have 
to angle the poly cable-clamp toward the rear of the base to 
make room for the rubber foot. 


6) I used #20 motor oil to lubricabe the bearings. Don't know if 
that was necessary or not, but they are totally free. 


7) You'll need some tiny and small allens for the 4-40 hex head 
and 6-32 hex head set screws. 


8) I ended up with an extra nut. 
9) You make your own cable to connect to the circuitry. 


The parts are kit-style -- if you want a beautiful finish, you 
have to put it on yourself. I settled for steel-wooling the brass 
instead of 220-grit wet sandpaper and other possibilities. Hey, I 
never had a paddle like this to connect to my old c.1973 MFJ 
keyer -- so the pretification can wait -- I wanted to see what 

it feels like! And boy, is this what I've been missing? 


The key to the feel is the magnet-tension system. Amazing how 
a half-turn of the magnet-mating adjusting screw changes the 
tension. I love this thing. 


It goes together pretty quickly once you figure it out.

finally had time to build my SST 30 meter kit. This is one cool Kit. 
Think Wayne has done it again. I found the directions clear, the kit 
Super easy to build and align, and even though it is VERY tiny, the 
density of the board parts was not a problem at all.. very clear silk 
screening and great quality for the board and all other components. 


I was short the power jack, couldn't wait so soldered the power directly 
to the bottom of the board. It took only a few minutes to align. Mine 
puts out just at 2 watts. with the varactor A in I got 10.110-10.120 
tuning. I started messing with molded chokes and ended up putting a .52 
something and a .61 something in series with the one provided and now 
tune from 10.104-10.119. This is about all I need. I haven't found any 
instability or drift, but haven't tested extensively. the bands were 
terrible. With the rig just sitting on the bench and no case and power 
directly to bottom side, I found the receiver to work well.. the band 
was weird, would here someone call CQ and then they would be gone 
(confirmed it was the band using my 930) I called someone and they did 
get my call sign but said I was too weak.

I just turned the power knob all the way down and that's where it 
stopped, 70 mw! 


But all I did was send. Alan had a nice S7 sig here, very easy copy. 
He did all the work. There were no other stations calling so taking 
a few minutes to get the fills didn't keep him from working others. 
Checked the power again after the qso also. Used the ORH WM-1. 


Just hard to believe what you can do with such little power! 


And folks, remember this when you start getting worried about 
SWR. 


This antenna is a long way from the rig. I use 75 ohm CATV drop 
line with the built in steel wire for supension for about 200'. This 
is about the size of RG59. 


Then it goes to CATV 1/2" hardline up the tower. All connectors up 
to the bottom of the hardline are pl259's. Near the top of the tower 


I have a box. In the box I go from the hardline to rg8. No connectors. 
Just hose clamp the braid on the rg8 to the shield on the hardline 
and use wirenuts on the center conductors! 


By only running a few mW into the end of the coax and having someone 
able to hear me in Seattle, I don't think I'm loosing enough to worry 


about! 


Remember, just hook it up and have fun! If the SWR it too high for 
the rig, use a tuner! 


At HF and even more so at 40m don't worry!! 
Now lets see others beat that 8500 m/w! 


And don't forget to work me in SS next weekend!!! I just gotta whip

George Zimmerlee N4XDC comments: 

I did the WM-1 wattmeter based on the article in QST 
with BNC connectors. I called Oak Hills and talked to 
one of the folks there about the similarity to the 
version in the QST article. He said it was virtually 
a copy except for the deletion of the SWR reading 


scale and any provision for calibration in doing such 

a measurement and the change to a different transformer 
design on the pickup. I am unfamiliar with the updates 
on the WM-2. Please clue me. 

If I were to do the QRP wattmeter over again, I would 
delete the SWR scale and variable pot needed to do that 
measurement. I am only interested in reducing the 
absolute amount of reflected energy. If it is less than 
half of the forward energy, then for QRP purposes, it is 
safe to proceed. If it can be made even lower, so much the 
better. 

A problem I found was that the battery goes down rather 
quickly. When this happens the meter will not swing full scale, 
leading the operator to think that the rig is not putting 
out like it should. Perhaps a momentary switch instead of 
an on-off switch would be a good idea to save the battery. 
Meter limiting occurs when there is plenty of life left in 
the 9 volt battery.
